May 23, 1994 


The meeting was called to order at the home of John Stuart, 
KM6QX, at 7:30 PM.

Minutes of the last meeting 
were approved, with the observation that they did not tell 
where and when the next meeting would be.

$15,363. The directors reviewed the financial report that Stan 
provided and concluded that we were about on track although 
our door prize costs are running a bit more than our income.

separately in future reports. 


Picnic Chairman George Roush, WB6OFH, and the directors 
reviewed the picnic plans. This year the club will provide all 
food and drinks. The plan is to make the picnic more of a 
family affair with games for all, especially children. The 
Directors decided that a traditional picnic did not require a 
door prize and accordingly a door prize would not be provided. 
George asked that the picnic be advertised in the CARRIER 
and on the nets. Richard, WASHQ\J, advised that he had an 
advertisement ready for use in the CARRIER. 


Actions assigned were for George to provide cake plates;

Field Day Chairman Lauren Styles, 
WAE6CIE, will be asked to chair a meeting to explore 
possibilities. A number of suggestions were voiced by the 
Directors that will be relayed to Lauren.

$8,295.83. The $100.00 440 replacement commitment was 
thought to be the only one on the books. Jim Tittle, KC6SOE 
pointed out that they have not yet acted on a motion that was 
made, and approved, at the regular meeting on July 21, 
1993. This motion allocates up to $ 700.00 for upgrading the 
ATV system. 


Minutes of the previous meeting were approved as published 
in the Carrier with one correction. The secretary identified the 
meeting place as the Concord, instead of Stonebrook 
Convalescent Center.

RACES SIMULATED EMERGENCY_TEST 
(SET)

the County HazMat office. 


12-V Connector 
Recommendation 


As a result of a study commissioned by the League's Volunteer 
Resources Committee last year, the Field Services Department is 
recommending the MOLEX Series 1545 connector for use in pro- 
moting compatibility and interchangeability among personal 
VHF/UHF radio equipment at disaster and public event sites. Polarity 
should always be verified prior to connecting radios and power 
supplies. 


The 1545 connector is rated at 25 volts, 8 amps. Wire size 
requirement is #18 AWG or greater. An in-line fuse between the 
power source and first connector is recommended. The connector 
is available at Radio Shack stores, part #274-222. 
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SPRING TRAILRIDE NEWS 


The spring CMDTRA trailride on April 30 and May 1 got off to 
a bad start early Saturday morning when one of the pickup trucks 
carrying P & R crews lost its brakes and overturned on a steep 
firetrail on the north side of Mt. Diablo. Most of the 7 passen- 
gers were injured, two of them seriously. The first amateur 
radio operator to arrive at the accident site was WA6DQN who 
reported the accident to authorities and kept the incident com- 
mand post informed of conditions until the arrival of paramedics 
from the fire department. Messages were relayed by KA6AOR and 
KM60X. The accident was away from paved roads and it was diffi- 
cult to persuade the rescue units that air evacuation was needed 
for two seriously injured people suffering fractures, shock, and 
loss of blood in steep, rough terrain. Eventually heliocopters 
removed the most seriously injured. Others who had suffered 
lesser injuries were taken out by 4 WD vehicles. 

The novice setion of the ride was held up until the accident 
had been cleared. Meanwhile ride officials were rerouted to 
checkpoints by other roads and the event proceeded. Horses and 
riders had little trouble. Weather was clear and warm north of 
the mountain, but clouds and a cool breeze on the southwest side 
were a bit chilling. Radio amateurs providing communications for 
this event Saturday were: Dave KA6AOR, Craig KE6DEA, Nick KE6DIA, 
Joe WA6DQON, Bob KE6EUX, Terry W6HPC, and John KM60X. 

On Sunday the operators were Marie KE6DET, Joe WA6DQN, Bob 
KESEUX, Justin KE6GKQ, John N6PUL, and John KM6QX. Two horses 
that were pulled were walked back by their riders, a third horse 
was injured and had to be trailered out from near the top of Mt. 
Diablo. Radio enabled the horse ambulance to be dispatched 
promptly when needed. 

The W6CX 2-meter repeater was used by both the Trailride and 
the concurrent Bicycle Ride in the southern part of the county on 
Saturday. The Bicycle group kindly moved to a different repeater 
for part of the day, minimizing conflict. However the needs of 

both events for prompt communication at times underscored the 

undesirability of trying to handle communications for more than 
one activity on the same repeater simultaneously. Amateurs with
